Racial segregation in the East 
St. Louis public schools will end 
Jan. 30, it was announced today 
by Miss Bernice Goedde, presi- 
dent of the East St. Louis Board 
of Education. This will mark 
the first time in the 85-year his- 
tory of the public school system 
that bars against admission of 
Negroes to schools heretofore re- 
sérved for white pupils will be 
removed. 

Faced with the loss of $677,989 


a year in state aid under terms | 
of a new regulation denying state | 


funds to school districts practic- 
ing segregation, the Board of 
Education at-a special meeting 
last night unanimously adopted a 
resolution to discontinue segre- 
gation with the start of the sec- 
ond school semester. 

There are more than 5000 pu- 
pils currently enrolled in 10 ele- 
mentary schools and one com- 
bined junior-senior high school 
which have been reserved for Ne- 
groes. These schools will continue 
to operate as before, Miss Goedde 
explained, but any Negro pupil 
who lives near a school serving 
white pupils and prefers to enroll 
there will be free to do so. 

100 Likely to Change. 


She estimated that only about 
100 Negro pupils will make such 
a change. The schools most like- 
ly to be affected, she said, are 
the Monroe, Webster, Park and 
Cannady elementary schools, the

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HOW TO AVOIDFIRES, 
HOME ACCIDENTS 
DURING HOLIDAYS 


Christmas tree accidents and 
fires can be avoided, in the view 
of American Red Cross officials 
and of the St. Louis fire and 
police chiefs. The St. Louis 
chapter of the Red Cross has ijs- 
sued this list of precautionary 
rules: 

(1) Make sure decorations are 
fire resistant; place tree in water 
and keep it away from fireplace 
and strong lights; discard it be- 
fore it dries out. (2) Place exten- 
sion cords where no one will trip 
over them; (3) Use stepladder to 
reach decorations out ‘of normal 
reach; (4) Keep children away 
from hot stoves while cooking; 
(5) Do not let stoves and furnaces 
get overheated; (6) Pick up brok- 
en ornaments with dampened cot- 
ton to avoid cuts. 

Fire Chief Walter H. Kammann 
added these points: (1) Set tree 
firmly; (2) Keep it in cold room 
when possible; (3) Examine cords, 
and use none with worn-off insu- 
lation; (4) Don’t place tree where 
it could block escape in case of 
fire.

DETROIT, Dec. 21 (AP)—Dy- 
namiters made an attempt to 
blow up the CIO United Auto 
Workers’ headquarters last night. 
They failed because two fuses 
sputtered -out within an inch of 
the explosive—39 sticks of dyna- 
mite, wrapped in tape and colored 
Christmas gift paper and placed 
on an outside stairway of the 
union byilding. 

Except for.two night. workers, 
the union building was empty. 
However, lives were imperiled in 
the adjacent General Motors re- 
search laboratory. A number of 
workers were in the General 
Motors laboratory. 


Inspector Albert Langtry of 
the police scientific laboratory 
said there was. enough dynamite 
to have destroyed the. three-story 
brick UAW building. 

Within less than two years as- 
sassins have tried to kill two of 
the UAW’s prominent Reuther 
brothers. 


Walter Reuther, president of 
the UAW, was shot by an uniden- 
tified assailant in April of 1948. 
He almost lost the use of an arm. 


Victor Reuther, the union’s 
educational director, lost an eye 
in a similar shotgun attack last 
May 


) Both of the shootings are un- 
solved. 

Police immediately linked last 
night’s incident with the attempts 
on the Reuthers’ lives. There is 
“no doubt” of it, according to 
Inspector Joseph A. Krug of the 
police special investigation squad. 

One long-held theory has been 
that a vengeful conspiracy is 
afoot against the Reuthers and 
the union. 

Union officers announced today 
a $25,000 reward for information 
leading to the arrest of the plot- 
ters.

Enforcement policies and build- 
ing requirements for dairy farms 
supplying grade A milk to the 
St. Louis market, as applied by 
Milton R. Fisher as head of the 
city’s milk control section, were 
under attack as the hearing on 
the attempted ouster of Fisher | 
continued today before the Civil 
Service Commission. 

Counsel for Dr. J. Earl Smith, 
Health Commissioner, who has 
asked the commission to uphold 
his dismissal of Fisher, attempted 
to show, at the opening of the 
hearing yesterday, that Fisher’s 
eaeet cn of sanitation stand- 

on the farms was “arbi- 
- peel ” and that different stand- 
ards were required for old and 
new producers approved for the 
market. 

Fisher, called as a witness by 
Associate City Counselor John 
McCammon, attorney for the 
Health mmissioner, testified 
oe standards for construction . w= 
esign of approved dairy farms; ‘ye \ 
had been set up under authority pgespealyoagy es 
of the city’s standard milk ordi- 
nance by him and the late Health 
Commissioner, Dr. Joseph F. Bre- 
deck. 

Explains Basis for Rules. 

These requirements, designed 
to insure the handling of milk 
under sanitary conditions on the 
farms, were based in part on pro- 
visions of the United States Pub- 
lic Health code and on recom- 
mendations by numerous authori- 
ties in this field, Fisher said. He 
conceded that in some instances 
the requirements were in excess 
of those suggested by Federal 
health authorities. 

McCammon questioned Fisher 
at length about the case of an 
Illinois producer who was re- 
moved from the approved list 
because milk produced on his 
farm had a high bacterial count, 
and later was refused reinstate- 
ment because of ‘defects in farm 
building design. The attorney 
pointed out the same defects had 
existed during the period the 
producer had béen on the ap- 
proved list. 

Fisher explained that it was | 
the policy to permit farms with 
substandard buildings to remain | 
on the market as long as they | 
continued to produce clean milk. | 
Once the milk falls below the re- 
quired grade, the farm is taken 
off the approved list and not re- | 
stored unless the producer agrees | 
to make the mecessary improve- | 

ments and eliminate the defects 
within a reasonable time.

For immediate 
information, write Post Office 
Box 174, Washington, D.C.” 

Up ta last Friday he had re- 
ceived 12 replies. -He hasn't 
opened the box since then be- 
cause a colleague who is out dof 
town has the key. But Overbeck 
is certain it is bulging with 
weekend responses from hun- 
dreds of would-be refugees anx- 
ious to flee to safety of the Ozark 
hills.

Until inflation gets well under 
way, if it does, the cost of living 
will show little of its effects. 
That is because much of it is 

based on farm prices, and com- 
modities continue to slide slowly 
if jerkily down. Rents, however, 
seem likely to rise. The textile 
market shows some strength 
again, so that clothing prices may 
not decline as much as some once 
hoped.

The special 12-page edition of 
Pravda honoring Stalin also car- 
ried an article by Vyacheslav M. 
Molotov, former Foreign Minis- 
ter, who relinquished that post to 
devote himself to duties as Depu- 
ty Prime Minister. 

Molotov Assails U.S. 

While Malenkov spoke of peace, 
Molotov lashed out against thé 
United States and Britain, charg- 
ing them with preparing for a new 
war, and with planning world 
domination “with the help of any 
aggressive means, including the 
atom bomb.”

are either vacant or about to become vacant. 

One is the chairmanship of the National Se- 
curity Resources Board, which never has been 
filled. The other is the chairmanship of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, from which David 
E. Lilienthal has announced his resignation. 

The long-continued vacancy at the top of the 
NSRB. is a risk to the nation’s security which 
‘the Truman Administration should not be will- 
ing to run. If war were to break out, which 
heaven forbid, this country would pay a high 
price for the failure of the President to give this 
vital agency a competent, full-time, seeuac san c® 
head. 

The fact is that the law creating the National 
Security Resources Board was passed July 26, 
1947—two and a half years ago. The board was 
not brought into being immediately, but it has 
been a going concern for more than a year. 
That is, the NSRB has been as much of a going 
concern as it could be without a chairman 
charged with the supervision of its heavy 
responsibilities. 

Very few posts in Washington come anywhere 
near the chairmanship of the NSRB in exacting 
requirements. The man chosen for it is charged 
with the preparation and maintenance of plans 
to prevent chaos in the event of a sudden inter- 
national emergency. He will be concerned with 
almost everything—potential mobilization of in-

dustry, conversion from peacetime production, 
transport, use of manpower, housing, medical 
services, storage, rationing, economic controls. 

But the NSRB chairman does not need to wait 
for an emergency to serve, nor does he need to 
confine himself to planning. One of his duties 
is to keep constant check on the stockpiling of 
vital materials. It should be possible, by refer- 
ence to the NSRB, to know at any time just 
how much rubber, how much oil, how much of 
other necessary materials and products are on 
hand in the United States. 

Obviously this chairmanship is not a job for 
just anybody. Certainly it is not a post to be 
passed out on a basis of either friendship or pol- 
itics. That-is why public opinion in the country 
supported Senators Byrd and Cain in their op- 
position to former Gov. Mon C. Wallgren of 
Washington when Mr. Truman tried to install 
him in the chairmanship last February. The 
Senate committee was justified in turning down 
an appointee so limited in equipment and 
experience. 

Because the President has permitted this long 
a delay before turning again to the NSRB, he 
now finds that the AEC chairmanship is on his 
desk before he has taken care of the older re- 
sponsibility. It is not easy to find a man who 
is both qualified and available for one of these 
posts. As a result of procrastination and per- 
haps of political pique, he must now search for 
two men of the most exacting qualifications. 

In its report last week, the Committee on 
Economic Development called for a full-time 
chairman of the NSRB. A good Christmas pres- 
ent for the nation from Mr. Truman-would be 
the announcement of a choice in whom everyone 
would have trust and confidence. 

That would be a good sign that the impending 
vacancy in the chairmanship of the AEC, too, 
would be competently filled.

Republican Representative Usher L. Burdick 
of North Dakota is disturbed because the voters 
are beginning to look askance at the employ- 
ment practices of his fellow members of the 
House. ws he puts it: “They’ve come to think 
we’re all crooks.”

K. C.’s Educated Walkers 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I noted with interest Charles Luethge’s - 
letter to you regarding jay-walking in 
St. Louis and Kansas City. -There’s a 
reason. It isn’t a pedestrian control 

ordinance, either, though Kansas City 
may have one. 

About every intersection in down- 
town Kansas City is provided with traf- 
fic lights. In each traffic light is a 
small reading “Walk with the green 
light.” Apparently the public has be- 

come educated by these signs, so that 

it is very seldom that anyone is seen 
crossing against the red light. 

At two or three particularly busy in- 
tersections are neon signals reading 
“Walk” and “Don’t Walk” at appropri- 
ate times. At a few busy intersections 
no turne, either right or left, are per- 
mhitted, so that the pedestrian doesn’t 
have to watch two or three ways at 
once, 

So far as jay-walking is concerned, 
I think I see about as much of that in 
Kansas City as in St. Louis. On one- 
way streets I prefer crossing in the 
middle of the block, as I only have to 
watch traffic coming from one direc- 
tion. 

I get into a number of cities, includ- 
ing Chicago, Kansas City, Wichita and 
others: The St. Louis system of traf- 
fic regulation is about the poorest of 
any of them.

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A Political Fire Chief ? 


The Freeholders are up against a tough propo- 
sition in trying to determine the place of the 
fire chief under a new city charter. But they 
had better think long and hard before following 
a committee recommendation which would de- 
prive this official of full civil service standing. 

In the effort to promote efficiency by elim- 
inating such intermediate agencies as the Pub- 
lic Safety Department, the Freeholders would 
give the fire fighters independent status. That 
means putting the department’s head in the 
Mayor’s cabinet. And, under a strong Mayor sys- 
tem to which the Freeholders are committed, 
this would also mean giving the Mayor the right 
to appoint the fire chief like all other members 
of his cabinet. 

The Freeholders already realize that some 
compromise is in order to prevent the appoint- 
ment of a purely political fire chief. That 
might well mean riddling the department with 
ward-heeling politics. The Freeholders’ commit- 
tee on administrative department recommends 
that only men with the rank of captain and with 
10 years’ experience be eligible for appointment 
as chief. It also recommends that after his ten- 
ure of office, the chief be returned to a position 
no lower than that which he held at the time of 
his elevation. 

This arrangement certainly would protect the 
man’s tenure. But in other respects it would 
still be in conflict with accepted civil service 
principles. The appointment would still be a 
political one, instead of being based on merit. 
In office, the-fire chief would have to be solici- 
tous for the political fortunes of the administra- 
tion of which he would be a member. He would 
be a policy-maker not only for his department, 
but for the eity goverament'as 8 whole. 

Quite frankly, it is easier to criticize the Free-

Is the fact of the existence of a clear 
and present danger neither a*matter for 
the court nor for the jury, but a matter 
to be determined by Congress when it 
enacts a law like the Smith Act? 

Evidence is developing that the De- 
partment of Justice will welcome a fair 
determination of the question whether 
the Smith Act is a sharper weapon than 
is needed in time of peace. 


St. Nicholas’ Eve: Bohemia

O for a glimpse of ay hee: behind 
the Iron ‘Curtain, on Nicholas’ eve, 
1949!

Melville exemplified the first, being a man 
of myth, and mutinous against his fate; the 
second exemplified by America itself, and 
the power and price it exacts; the third 
exemplified by the impact Melville re- 
ceived on reading Shakespeare. It was 
brilliant but highly esoteric and no doubt 
many readers became lost in what one re~+ 
viewer called “this tangled luxuriant 
jungle.” 

But there is little chance of getting lost 
in Mr. Vincent’s book. Mr. Vincent has 
largely eschew2d the esoteric and done a 
nice bit of literary detective work compar- 
able to John Livingston Lowes’ memorable 
“Road to Xanadu.” (Incidentally, Mr. 
Vincent, now chairman of the Department

. of Languages, Literature and Philosophy at 


the Illinois Institute of Technology, studied 
at Harvard under Lowes.) Bit by bit, and 
without pedantry, he shows how Melville 
built his masterpiece, taking the drab and 
the dusty and transforming them into the 
sparkling and the significant. 

To the uninitiated it may come as a 
shotk to learn that Melville drew for his 
whaling information not only on his own 
years of experience but on several stand- 
ard books of that day. Many other writers, 
including Shakespeare have done the 
same, and in doing so have transmuted 
lead into gold. But Mr. Vincent has not 
merely written a source-history. He shows 
how Melville took so that he might create. 
What Melville took was completely 
changed—and always for the better—as a 
result of having been refined in the depth 
and vigor of his intellect.

A soprano, Miss Truman sang 
several Christmas songs, includ- 
ing “Silent Night” and “O Little 
Town of Bethlehem.” Also on 
the half-hour program: “Ameri- 
ca” and a Puccini aria, “O Mio 
Babbino Caro.” 

Several top Metropolitan Opera 
figures were in the audience, 
along with numerous government 
dignitaries and United Nations 
officials, including Mrs. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 

At the end of the program Miss 
Truman received four curtain 
calls and an armful of yellow 
roses and white gardenias then 
went backstage to receive congrat- 
ulations from a bevy of celebrities 
including Mrs. Roosevelt. 

The critics said it was a great 
show, but... 

. “Only at the end when she 
stopped singing and smiled and 
became the lovely Miss Truman 
again did she seem to make any 
teal contact with the audience,” 
said the New York Herald Trib- 
une’s composer-critic, Virgil 
Thomson. 

“Her voice is small in size and 
range and not at all beautiful,” 
Thomson said. “She seemed to 
have none of the temperament 
and quality that enables a musi- 
cian to bring music to life. 

“Miss Truman herself presents 
surely a greater personal than 
musical distinction.”

It is a 
light and pleasant voice, which 
would have been set off to better 
advantage with a piano or small 
orchestral accompaniment.”

Stalin probably knows this as 
well as anyone, He may some- 
times himself be privately thank- 
ful that the ghost of Lenin never 
was able audibly to say, “Just a 
minute! That isn’t so.”

We must plod along, doing our 
chores just as they come.
